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New York, March 31.—In its forthcom- 
ing issue Leslle's Weekly will print a pa- 
per by Colonel John 8. Mosby, the fa- 
“mous confederate raider, on The Dawn 
of the Real South,” in which he says: | 

“The real south is just at its birth. 
The growth of this child of the nation 
may be gradual, but in the end the south 
will be far richer and more powerful than 
the north. In the days to come the south 
will become the dominant section of the 
country. 

“Without the war of secession the south 
could never have hoped to attain the fu- 
,ture that is now certain, Slavery was a 
great incubus, paralyzing energy. By 
abolishing this wrong our war benefited 
every state south of the Mason and Dixon 
line. ‘The negroes are producing more as 
free men than they ever did as slaves, 
and the great mass of the people are bet- 
ter off today than they were under the 
old ante-bellum system. 

“Socially, as well as industrially, the 
abolition of slavery was highly beneficial 
in its results to the masses, for slavery 
was a great wrong and no community 
can exist in the highest state of happl- 
ness when its systems are based on a 
wrong. ' 

There are the soundest reasons for as- 
serting that the negroes’ status is bound 
to improve. While they are not as near 
to equality with white people as they 
were under the system of slavery, they 
are certain to be absorbed by immigration 
and in this engulfment they will disap- 
pear. This is the natufal and wisest so- 
lution of what we now call the ‘race prob- 
lem.“ 

Richmond is the city most likely to 
become in time the banking center and 
commercial headquarters of this country 
and therefore of the world. The days of 
that famous old city as a political capital 
are past, but its career as the central 
point of manufacture for the whole south 
and from there f®& the world at large, is 
just beginning. 

‘While great forces have been working 
for the change, industrially and socially, 
the political. change is hardly less mark- 
ed. It is well nigh folly today to speak 
of the ‘solid south.’ That, by the way, 
Was a phase of my own invention. When 
Hayes became the republican candidate 
for president I urged in a letter (August, 
1876), that it was better for southern men 
to support him because, if he were elect- 
ed, his administration must necessarily 
rest on whatever supported ft.

WILL NOT DESERT PORT ROYAL 


Naval Station Will Have Branch at 
Present Site. 

Washington, March 31.—(Special.)—The 
scene of the negotiations for the transfer 
of the naval station now at Port Royal 
to Charleston was today transferred to 
New York. Early this morning Mrs. 
Lawton’s attorney was at the navy de- 
partment, where he had a long confer- 
ence with Rear Admiral Endicott. Noth- 
ing definite was decided at that time. 
Admiral Endicott wrote to Mrs. Lawton 
making a last proposition to her immedi- 
ately after this conference. He then left 
for New York and will have another con- 
ference while there with the attorney 
after receiving Mrs. Lawton’s reply. 

The navy departrrent has decided to 
use Port Royal as a winter station for 
the training squadron.

Secretary Gage Asked What Will 
fe Done 


MAY BUYGOVERNMENT BONDS 


Shows Two Ways by Which Surplus 
Can Be Got Out of the Treas- 
ury-He Thinks Bond 
Buying Is the Best 

4 Plan.

Washington, March A. — Secretary Gage 
was questioned today as to his probable 
action with respect te the cash accumu- 
lations in the treasury, and particularly 
as to whether he contemplated buying 
bonds for the sinking fund. 

The country would like to know,” it 
was stated to the secretary, wnether 
the accumulation of money in the treas- 
ury which seems to be going on will not 
operate to the prejudice of general busi- 
ness affairs. Your estimate is that there 
will be a surplus of receipts over ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending June 
8th, next, of about eighty million dollars. 
Your statement published yerterday 
shows that some forty millions of that 
sum already has been realized. This 
would indicate that within the next three 
months forty mifiions more of cash will 
be gathered into the treasury ffom the 
general money market.“ 

The estimates you speak of,“ said the 
secretary, were made before the last 
session of congress, and have been mod“ 
fied by events and by congressional ac- 
tion. It is not now contemplated that, the 
year’s surplus will be over sixty millions. 
A falling off in receipts or larger dis- 
bursements, than have been estin:ated for 
may also further modify the effect to 
which you point.” 

„Well, Mr. Secretary, even then it seems 
that the cash holdings of the treasury 
will be increased by some twenty millions 
between now and June 3th. Are you 
willing to state whether you would or 
could do anything to relieve general af- 
fairs should they be adversely affected by 
the tie-up of money in the treasury?’ 

“There are only two methods open to 
get surplus funds out of the treasury 
vaults. One is to increase treasury de- 
posits in national bank depositories, the 
cther is to buy United States bonds. The 
latter is more consistent with government 
interests than the former, since in buying 


.| bonds interest on the public debt is by so 


much stepped. The départment, however, 
would not feel justined in buying bonds 
other than those which will matup and 
become subject to payment within the 
next seven years. At a proper price it 
wovld no doubt be willing to @ify these 
end thus relieve the treasury from a sur- 
plus which, as you assume, might, under 
some conditions, be prejudicial to general 
business affairs. At the present quoted 
rates for short bonds, I do not think the 
secretary would be justified in buying 
tonds. The fives at the price yield an in- 
vestment return of only 1.03 per cent; the 
short fours,. 1.61 per cent; the three per 
cents of 1908, 1.34 per cent, while the new 
two percents at their present price yield 
a higher investment return, viz: 1.73 per 
cent. Now, it is a well-known and ac- 
knowledged fact that a long-time govern- 
ment bond, everything else being equal, 
is worth relatively more than a short-time 
bond. The present disparity to the con- 
trary is, therefore, illogical if not artifi- 
cial, and at their present price the secre- 
tery will not buy them.“ 

“As an alternative, would you not in- 
crease the deposit of public moneys with: 
the banks?“ 

“No, that would aggravate in some 
particulars the situation to which I have 
just referred. To qualify as depositories, 
the banks would have to buy and deposit 
bonds. The effect would be to set up a 
competition, by the aid of the govern- 
ment, against the government in the 
purchase of the securities, already ab- 
normally high. We are now advancing 
toward the period of the year when there 
is apt to be a money plethora instead of 
@ money scarcity, so I do not see that it 
will do any particular harm if money ac- 
cumulates in the treasury. The reduction 
in taxation will, when it becomes opera- 
tive, partially or wholly cure the present 
tencency toward a congestion in the 
treasury. To put the matter in a nut- 
shell: If it he a choice between buying 
bonds. at an artificial price and letting 
funds accumulate in the treasury, the 
latter will occur, nor will the department 
advertise for offerings of bonds. To do 
So I am satisfied would be fruitless in re- 
sults. If, however, the department can 
from time t@ time buy the short bonds at 
an investment rate realizabls to the in- 
vestor who buys the new 2 per cents, it 
will not hesitate to do so, should the 
present market price for the new twos 
remain about on the present basis.“ 


HANGING OVER WIFE’S GRAVE 


Suicide of a Saloon Keeper at Kan- 
sas City. 

Kansas City, March 31.—The body of 
Florian Irner, a saloon keeper, aged forty 
years, was found hanging on a tree over 
his wife’s grave in Elmwood cemetery in 
this city today. The man committed 
suicide from grief over his wife's death, 
which occurred less than a year ago. The 
limb upon which he hung himself was 80 
low that his feet touched the ground 
when his body was fully extended. He 
held his feet ip and died with his knees 
tent. Persons who first saw him thought 
he was in an attitude of prayer on his 
wife’s grave, and not wishing to disturb 
him did not venture close enough to dis- 
cover the rope, but later some of the 
cemetery attendants found the body. 
Irner had tried to hill himself twice be- 
fore.

London, April 1.—There is reason to be- 
lieve, says the St. Petersburg correspcnd- 
ent of The Daily Mail, that the Man- 
churian convention between Russia and 
China will be ratified in April. 

The Yokohama correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, who records various indica- 
tions-of preparations for war on the part 
of Japan, says: 

“Interviews have appeared with prom: 
ment statesmen, al] breathing the war 
spirit and expressing the general opinion 
that it is impossible to allow Russia a 
free hand in Manchuria. This is the 
gravest crisis from the point of view of 
Japan since her war with China.“ 

According to a dispatch from St. Pe- 
tersburg to The Daily Mail the Koreans 
at Sa Mau, a frontier town, recently re- 
pulsed an attack by 200 armed Chinese. 

Japanese Protest. 

London, April 1.—“Japun has made di- 
rect representaticns to St. Petersburg 
against the Manchurian convention,“ says 
a dispatch to The Times from Tokio, 
dated Saturday, but the result 1s not yet 
known.

GOVERNMENT TO BE STABLE 


As Long as Cubans Run Things 
Right United States Will Not 
Interfere—Should Matters 
Get Worse Uncle Sam 
Will Step In.

Omaha, Neb., March 31.— General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, for the first time since his re- 
tirement from the army, has given ex- 
pression to his views with regard to the 
future of Cuba. The occasion was the 
banquet ‘given in his honor at the Omaha 
Club. After referring to his service as 
consul generai and in the army in that 
island, he said, in part: 

„More than ever must there be an ex- 
ercise of patriotism in its highest sense 
by the citizens of the United States. The 
Philippines are ours by treaty, and their 
future, so far as the United States is 
concerned, should be duly determined by 
congress after,-and not before, the armed 
resistance to the authority of the United 
States has ceased. The splendid exploit 
of Funston throws a brilliant light upon 
the coming path of peace. 

„Porto Rico is ours by conquest, while 
Cuba has its status fixed by the Teller 
resolution in the act declaring war against 
Spain, 

“The war was waged to make Spain 
withdraw its land ana naval forces from 
Cuba and relinquish its authority on the 
island. That having been accomplished 
the United States is now concerned in 
upholding its solemn pledge of pacification 
in the interests of all. 

“Cuba wil! agree in time to the conditions 
imposed by the Platt amendment in the 
interests of its own independence and in 
order that the United States can faith- 
fully maintain the pleuged pacification of 
the island. 

‘Thirty-one members were elected, or 
rather selected, from the whole island to 
constitute a constitutional convention. 
When its work is completed the organiza- 
tion of a government should follow, and 
when that is accomplished the jurisdic- 
tion and control of the island undoubted- 
ly will be turned over to the Cubans. 

‘Cuba’s future will be determined by 
Cuba’s statesmarship. Should the col- 
lective Cuban wisdom be sufficient to keep 
the cräft afloat on the waters of pros- 
perity and establish a stable government 
strong enough to protect life and property 
‘and give confidence to capital, there wili 
he no dispesition on the part o fhe Unites 
States to interfere: but if the govern- 
ment problem cannot be solved after a 
fair trial by the Cubans, the future des- 
tiny of the ‘Smile of the Sea’ will be for- 
ever confided to the care of the great 
American republic.“ 


Is JUST BEING MADE PUBLIC. 


Speech of Emperor William Made 
Last May. 

Berlin, March 31.—The Berlin papers 
publish a speech said to have been deliv- 
ered by Emperor William May 23d of last 
year at a luncheon following a parade 
of the guards. His majesty referred to 
the occasion of a parade of the guards 
May 29. 1888, before Emperor Frederick, 
who was then seriously ill, and continued 
as follows: 

“At that time the position I should as- 
sume with reference to the army was 
hidden in the mists of the future. Today 
no doubt is possible on this point. I may 
say that since the command of the army 
has devolved upon me I have exercised it 
and drilled it so that when I put it toa 
trial I may feel secure and certain that it 
will not fail me.“ 

His majesty then proceeded to say that 
for a long time and in deference to the 
solicitation of Field Marshals Prince Al- 
brecht, Count Von Blumenthal] and Count 
Von Waldersee, he had considered the 
question of assuming the grade of field 
marshal. 

“According to Prussian tradition,“ he 
continued. only the winning of a battle 
or the capturing of a first-rate fortress en- 
titles one to that honor. This has not been 
vouchsafed to me, but in my own vindica- 
tion I can say that for twelve years 1 
have worked on the army to the utmost 
of my power, and 1 think I have suc- 
ceeded in keeping it up to the level of its 
past. 

In a few years I hope to be strong 
enough at sea to secure respect for the 
name of Germany throughout the world. 
This new offensive’ flank which I am 
building on to the army by means of a 
powerful fleet will place Germany in a 
position to defy all danger, no matter 
when a combination may be formed 
against her.“

DEATH OF SQUIRE McMULLEN. 


Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, March 31.—“Squire’’ WIH 
liam McMullen, a local democratic poli- 
tietan, who has for more than forty years 
been an interesting character in this city 
and whose name has become familiar 
in many sections of the country, died 
today from a complication of diseases. 
He was seventy years of age. 

“Squire’’ McMullen ws born and lived 
all his life in the fourth ward of this 
city. He was the leader of the ward for 
many years and wielded an influence 
therein that mystified his opponents. His 
career was a strenuous one and several 
times he narrowly escaped death by knife 
thrust or pistol shot. He participated 
in all democratic and national conven- 
tions held since 1860. He was a great ad- 
mirer of and worked for the late Samuel 
J. Randall, and a remarkably strong 
bond of friendship existed between them. 
Mr. McMullen held a seat in the city 
councils for more than a scere of years 
and was a member of select council at 
the time of his death. He served in 
both the Mexican and civil wars.

Upon his suggestion, supplemented by 
one from Colonel I. C. Wade, industrial 
agent of the Southern railway, the board 
calls a sugar cane and cassava conven- 
tion to be held at Brunswick Tuesday, 
April 9th. Experts in sugar cane and cas- 
sava cultivation and manufacture, will 
be present. Commissioner of Agriculture 
O. B. Stevens, will be on hand, also Hon. 
C. D. Purse,.of Savannah. Hon. Joseph 
Tillman, of Quitman, and Prof. H. C. 
Stockbridge, agriculturist of the Florida 
state agricultural experiment station. 
Professor Stockbridge’s work in Florida in 
the interest of cassava cultivation has 
been the means of dreds of acres of 
waste lands of. Flotida being made to 
yield a magnificent stock food crop. be- 
sides arousing interest in a money making 
crop. Colonel I. C. Wade, the industrial 
agent of the Southern railway, has given 
the matter careful investigation and be- 
lieves that cassava cultivation with im- 
proved methods of raising sugar cane is 
going to develop southeast Georgia in 
more than a wonderful manner. He w 
be present. 

Cassava growing has been successfully 
carried on by M. H. McMeen, at Meln- 
tosh, in Liberty county, Georgia, and by 
C. M. Swearinger, at Hoboken, Ga., a few 
miles from Brunswick. Right near 
Brunswick Mr. William B. Townsend has 
grown it successfully as a stock food. 

In the course of a few years it is 
thought that there will be enough planted 
within 100 miles of territory in southeast 
Georgia to guarantee the erection of a 
large starch factory. When this is done 
it will afford a large amount of revenue to 
the planters, as there is a steady demand 
for it at $ per ton. An average acre will 
yield eight tons, bringing $40; an acre will 
cost upon an average of $15, so the net 
profit will be anywhere from $15 to $20 per 
acre. There is no limit to its demand, 
as present factories have not enough to 
run on one-third time. The large plant 
of the Planters’ Manufacturing Company, 
at Lake Mary. Fla., is preparing to in- 
crease its capacity a hundred per cent for 
purpose of making cassava starch. 

The board of trade has sent out the fol- 
lowing circular: 

“Every peer in this section should 
attend and learn more about these two 
important field products. Experts in 
cultivating sugar cane and cassava will 
be present.

LARGER THAN EVER BEFORE. 


Naval Stors Receipts at Savannah 


Breaks Record. 

Savannah, Ga., March 31.—<Special.)— 
The naval stores season for 1900-1901 ended 
yesterday. Receipts of spirits at Savan- 
nah were the largest ever known, but the 
receipts of rosin were nat so large. While 
this has been a season of immense re- 
ceipts and the prices at its beginning 
were high, the year ends. poorly and the 
outlook is not bright. The receipts: for 
the yéar were: Spirits 337,452 casks, rosin 
1,119,957 barrels. The exports for the year 
were: Turpentine 933,944 casks, rosin 1,126,- 
622 barrels. The closing price of the year 
for spirits was 34% cents per gallon, The 
minimum price of the season was 34 
cents and the maximum price 534§ cents. 
The maximum price came early in the 
year. The minimum and maximum prices 
of the most used grades of rosin were: 
Waterwhite $2.25@3.35, Windowglass $2.0@ 
3.05, K $1.60@2.25, F $1.20@1.60, D $1.50@1.75 
per barrel. The stock on hand for the 
beginning of the new year is: Spirits 5,705, 
rosin 135,841. The receipts for the previous 
year: Spirits 309,465 Casks, rosin 1,076,815 
barrels, The receipts of spirits eclipses 
those of any season since the establish- 
ment of the Savannah board of trade. 
The nearest approach to the year’s re- 
ceipts was in 1898-1899, when 329,466 casks 
came into this market. 

The year has not been a profitable one 
to the producers because of the scarcity 
cf labor and the high price of timber 
lands, It started off with high prices, 
but these dropped down to a low ebb be- 
fore the season was old. A remarkable 
feature of the present situation is that 
not a barrel of sptrits of the next crop 
hag been sold on contract as yet. Usually 
from one-half to two-thirds of the fu- 
ture crop has been sold by this time. 
There are good reasons for this state of 
affairs, the chief being that the producers 
remembering the high prices received last 
season, are unwilling to make contracts 
at the present figures. Another reason is 
that the factors are desirous of curtalling 
the crop. Each year for the last ten 
years it has been predicted that the top 
notch in naval stores production had 
been reached and regularly at the end of 


the season the prophecy has been con- 
tradicted.

COMBINATIONS ARE NOT EASY 


Hinds, Warren, Rankin and Madi- 
son Find It Hard To Get Into 
Any of the Districts To 
Be Organized in the 
Near Future. 


Jackson, Miss., March 31—(Special.)—The 
discussion of proposed rearrangement of 
congressional districts in the state so as 
to provide for another congressman has 
gone far enough to show plainly that 
there are four counties which enjoy such 
a bad pre-eminence in a political way 
that none of their sister counties want to 
be placed in the same district with them. 
These political pariahs that the other 
counties want to avoid association with 
in a district are Hinds, Warren, Rankin 
and Madison. From the energy with 
which the press of the different counties 
is protesting against being mixed up with 
them it seems that these outcast counties 
will be doomed to wander around, for- 
lorn and disconsolate, like Peris at the 


to take them willingly in. 

The chief reason is given by those who 
so radically oppose such association is 
that in these particular counties politics 
predominates over all other interests, 
they are constant caldrons of political 
bubbling, and they have enough past 
masters’’ in tne arts of the politician to 
keep things constantly warm. They fear 
the predominating influence of these large 
counties in the district, especially when 
to the heavy vote that they can always 
bring to an election is added the influence 
of the wiles and chicanery of their politi- 
cal past masters.“ It must be confessed 
that during certain recent elections at 
least one or two of these prescribed coun- 
ties have justly gatne. a most unenvia- 
ble notoriety. The county of Warren, 
during the last election for congressman 
in that district, gave the first exemplifi- 
cation of the possibilities of infinite ex- 
pansion of the primary vote, the total 
number of ballots being cast in it being 
sufficient prac..cally to control an elec- 
tion in a large district. The other coun- 
ties in that district are anxious naturally 
to rid themselves of this colossus that 
has grown so great that it overshadows 
the rest of them and almost makes their 
collective strength to be as a reed blown 
by the wind. Rankin county is the home 
of the Machiavelli of Mississippi politics 
of recent days. Ex-Governor A. J. Mc- 
Laurin, who is credited with the habit, 
not only of putting his finger in every po- 
litical pie '~ the district, but also of exert- 
ing an influence which frequently gives 
a permanent direction to the pie. Hinds 
and Madison, with their well known polit- 
ical past masters“ and their expansive 
primary, votes are being fought shy of 
with equal perseverence. The only solu- 
tion of the problem seems to be to group 
these counties in a district to themselves 
and let them fight it out. 


Adjutant General Henry wants to hold

It was made plainly apparent that the 
capitol commission will not honor the 
memory of Jefferson Davis by having the 
ceremony on the 3d of June, which is the 
birthday of the great confederate chief- 
tain, but it -s also equally apparent that 
the commission cannot adopt the su- 
premely ridiculous idea of postponing the 
celebration until the 16th of next January 
and take chances on winter weather, 
which is almost proverbially bad. 

Some of the commissioners are rather 
inclined to stubbornness on account of 
the fact that the 16th of January sug- 
gestion was severely ridiculed by the en- 
tire press of the state as a piece of politi- 
cal clap-trap to gratify the vanity of 
state officials and this alone is sufficient 
assurance for the assertion that when 
the commission meets on the first Thurs- 
day in April, the 3d of June will not be 
selected. It is believed, however, that 
some date during the following month 
will be selected as a compromise. 


According to one of the best posted mil! 
managers in Mississippi, fully 75 per cent 
of the cotton ail mills in the state operat- 
ed on a losing basis during the season of 
1900-1901, which has just been brought to 
a close. 

There were in operation during the sea- 
son in Mississippi about forty-five oll 
mills, and the capital invested in the en- 
terprises varies from $75,000 to $300,000. 
Fully 8 per cent of the mills are owned 
by home capital. 

The shortness of the seed crop, ‘coupled 
with the high prices the mills were com- 
pelled to pay, are attributed as the chief 
reason for the fact that 75 per cent of the 
concerns lost money on the season’s busi- 
ness. It is not believed that any of the 
mills lost heavily, as it was apparent al- 
most at the opening of the season that 
the business would be encumbered by 
great difficulties, and the managers, there- 
fore, regulated their affairs accordingly. 
In a number of instances, however, it 
would have been far better had certain 
mills not attempted to operate for they 
became involved in fights for seed which 
resulted in their seed houses being stored 
up with seed that could be converted into 
the refined product only at a decided loss. 

But notwithstanding the poor business 
of 1900-1901, quite a number of new mills 
are to be erected in Mississippj during the 
next fey months and placed in readiness 
for oeh by the opening of the next 
season. he oi) mill industry in Mississip- 
pi lacks a-great deal of having reached 
the limit, and many small towns that 
heretofore have been furnishing seed for 
the mills in the large manufacturing cen- 
ters aro to have mills of their own.

Russian Ambassador Inspects 
the New Battleships 


IS GIVEN GREAT RECEPTION 


With a Party of Russians the Czar’s 
Representative Visits Norfolk, 
Where a New Warship 
Is Now on the Wa- 
ters. 


Fort Monroe, Va., March 31.—(Special.)— 
Count Cassini, Russian ambaesador to the 
United States, is today the guest of honor 
aboard the imperial Russian cruiser, 
Variag. The ship was inspected by the 
entire Russian embassy at noon. The 
party came down from Washington 
aboard the regular steamer and imme- 
diately went aboard the ship. There were 
in the party Count Cassini, the Baron and 
Baroness Fersen. Colonel Sh:bento, mili- 
tary attache, and P. Rogestvenskv, naval 
attache. Their reception aboard the Va- 
riag was in many respects noteworthy, it 
being the most imposing ceremony on the 
Russian cruiser since her launching. 

The officers of the embassy were in full 
uniform, and were met at the ship's side 
by the captain of the Variag and his staff. 

The crew was drawn up on deck and sa- 
luted the ambassador as he boarded the 
ship, while from a battery thundered a 
salute of nineteen guns. Then came the 
quaint Russian custom of distributing the 
favors by the ambassador to the men of 
the crew in the form of drinks of whisky, 
accompanied by his salutation, “Good 
morning, my children.“ The flag of the 
czar’s representative, a beautiful new de- 
sign which the count says has recently 
been adopted, was hoisted to the main 
truck. A luncheon followed, and the 
count and his party remained aboard for 
several hours. The count expressed his 
entire satisfaction with the American 
built addition to the Russian navy. 

“She is a magnificent vessel,“ he said 
in his broken English, “and will form a 
splendid addition to the already formida- 
ble fleet of the emperor.“ 

The count said that there is little to be 
made public regarding the eastern ques- 
The Russian fleet in waters adja- 
cent to Japan, however, are, he said. am- 
ply sufficient to protect the interest of the 
czar's government. 

“It is an exceptionally strong fleet, as 
it is necessary that it should be, said the 
ambassador. 

Regarding the possibility of war be- 
tween Russia and Japan he would not 
speak, nor would he of the similar posst- 
biiities regarding the Manchurian agree- 
ment. The count took occasion to re- 
mark upon the friendship befween Russia 
and America and said significantly: 

“And come what may, I am sure it 
will always be so.”’ 

He was outspoken and very positive re- 
garding the inaccurate reports regarding 
the situation in Russia. He said the czar 
is walking and driving openly daily. The 
reports of the serious international dis- 
turbances, he declares, were inspired. 

„They are false.“ he declared. But it 
is very evident that the ambassador is 
not discounting the gravity of affairs in 
the empire. He says that the public ser- 
vice will demand his presence in Russia 
in a few weeks and that he will go soon. 
He will, however, return to the United 
States. 


HE EXPLAINS THE ADVANCE 


Bradley Says There Is a Shortage 
of Whisky in Bond. 
Louisville, March 31.— Edson Bradley, 
president of the Kentucky Distilleries and 
Warehouse Company; S. M. Rice, presi- 
dent of the Distilling Company of Amer- 
ica: A. W. Krech and C. C. Deming, of 
New York, and William F. Harrity, of 
Philadelphia, the latter three members 
of the executive committee of the Dis- 
tilling Company of America, spent today 
in Louisville on a tour of inspection of 
the property beldnging to the Kentucky 
Distilleries and Warehouse Company. 
Their visit has no other significance, said 

Mr. Bradley today. 

Mr. Bradley was asked to account for 
the sensational advance in the prices of 
whisky held by his company. 

Prices advanced.“ he replied, because 
the conditions of the market warranted. 
it. I anticipate a further advance im all 
fine whiskies. It will not surprise me to 
see some Kentucky Bourbons goé to $1.25 
per gallon; in fact, some are selling at 
that and above that figure now. There 
is a shortage of Kentucky whiskies in 
bond. That accounts for the strong con- 
dition of the market. Whisky consump- 
tion is steadily on the increase, and the 
shortage in certain ages buoys the mar- 
ket. The crop made by the Kentucky 
Distilleries and Warehouse Company will 
not be much in excess of 12,000, gallons. 
That is not an over-production, but, on 
the contrary, it is very conservative.“ 


McMILLIN WILL VETO A BILL. 


Thinks Tennessee Will Be Required 
To Cede Too Much Land. 

Knoxville, Tenn. March 31.— Hon. R. W. 
Austin, United States marshal, who has 
been in Nashville working for the pas- 
sage of the bill to cede mountain lands 
of Tennessee for the purpose of the 
National Appalachian park, states that 
Gevernor Benton McMillin is opposing the 
bill and will veto it if it passes. The bill 
has passed the lower house and Mr. Aus- 
tin believes it will pass the upper house, 
but with the governor’s influence against 
it, he fears the measure’ will be defeated. 

The bill proposes ceding many thousand 
acres of mountain lands of east Tennes- 
see counties for a national park. The 
greater part of the proposed national 
park, which will contain about 2,000,000 
acres, lies in North Carolina. 

Governor MeMillin’s. opposition to the 
Appalachian bill arises from the fact that 
the state of Tennessee will be required to 
cede too much territory to the authority 
of the United States, as fully one-half of 
the proposed park lies in Tennessee.

London, March 31.—The stock exchange 
was startled last week by consols drop- 
ping to 9%%. Although they subsequently 


recovered, they closed at 95%, with no 
prospect of a material rise. If this con- 
tinues British credit may soon be down 
to the German level. 

The markets, apart from the Ameri- 
can section, were not exciting. So far as 
Kaffirs are concerned the public is set- 
ling down to a belief that many months 
must elapse before the war in South Af- 
rica will be over. The expected boom Is 
postponed until the summer. 

There is no prospect of much activity 
in the other markets until after the Fas- 
ter holidays, when, if money is cheap. 
things may be more lively. . 

Home railroad securities showed a gen- 
eral revival, many advancing from 1 to 
3 points, owing partly to bear realiza- 
tions. 

Business in Americans was conducted 
on a considerable scale, interest in the 
market increasing.

4. Last Friday night J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan was in Washington and spent two 
hours with the president at the white 
house. 

5. Mr. Morgan is at the head of the 
billion-dollar steel trust which has taken 
over the Carnegie properties. 

6. On Saturday it became known semi- 
Officially that Mr. Knox would be offered 
the place in the cabinet to be vacated by 
Mr. Griggs. On Tuesday of this week. 
after a cabinet meeting, it was officially 
announced that the place would be offered 
to Mr. Knox. 

7. Mr. Morgan's billion dollar steel 
trust will have the most cordial relations 
with the outgoing attorney general, who 
has formed a partnership with a steel 
lawyer and trust promoter, and with the 
incoming attorney general, who has been 
a steel and corperation lawyer for years.

This great 
well is located about four miles from 
Beaumont, which is on the Southern Pa- 
cific, 278 miles west of New Orleans and 
84 miles east of Houston and about forty 
miles north of the mouth of Sabine river, 
which empties into the gulf of Mexico. 
Beaumont is only twenty-two miles east 
of the Loulsigna state line. e well 
is located out in the prairie, and being 
covered up, presents a very uninteresting 
appearance and gives no evidence of the 
chained monster that it is. The prairie 
all about it is dotted with derricks, where 
other wells are being sunk, and that sec- 
tion is in a state of feverish excitement, 
and it is daily expected that oil will be 
found by some of these numerous drills. 
The idea prevails in many places that 
this well is not worth much on account 
of the oil being of a gross quality, but 
this is a great mistake. One of the great 
needs of Texas is fuel, and how railroads, 
factories, breweries, hotels and many oth- 
er enterprises are preparing to use oil for 
fuel. The lessee of the Rice hotel at 
Houston (a part of the estate of the New 
York millionaire whose will is now be- 
ing contested) told me that this oil would 
be a great saving to him of fuel. The 
discovery of this oil field is a greater 
boon to Texas than a gold field would 
have been. Everything in Texas is on 
a big scale, and her oil well is no ex- 
ception to the rule. 

“Galveston was among the many places 
I visited, a place that I had visited many 
times before the great storm. I was sur- 
prised at the condition in the business 
section. It has been so thoroughly re- 
paired that one could not realize what a 
calamity had visited the city but six 
months ago.“ 


A fopic of conversation of unusual in- 
terest among the traveling men in the 
hotel lobbies yesterday was the burn- 
ing of the Jefferson hotel in Richmond. 
All of the commercial men covering 
southern territories have stopped at this 
famous hotel and they all agree in that 
it was about the handsomest hostelry in 
the south. A prominent traveling man 
whose home is in Richmond, in speaking 
yesterday of the fire, said: 

“The Jefferson wih probably never be 
rebuilt, as, you know, it is said to have 
cost $1,000,000; but I do not believe that 
that amount will cover the loss. From 
the very first it was always a failure 
from a financial standpoint, and it has 
been a steady strain on the Ginter es- 
tate. In fact, Major Ginter put aside so 
much to go to the hotel each year, evi- 
dently not expecting ft to be a money 
maker, 

“I gee by the papers that the insur- 
ance on the hotel will amount to nearly 
$1,000,000, but I do not believe that it will 
be rebuilt, for it wag entirely too mag- 
nificent a hotel for any southern city to 
support, and Richmond now has no pub- 
lic spirited men like Major Ginter to go 
into a losing enterprise just for the sake 
of being puhlic spirited.”

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ments of success in the political life of 
today. Two or three examples of strong 
men who had reached their summits as 
the result of ability were mentioned, 
when the practical politician of the par- 
ty arid one who has been eminently suc- 
cessful, made an interesting observation: 

“The politics of today,“ he remarked, 
“is an art; it is a business proposition, 
pure and simple, and it is growing more 
so. I can remember the time when the 
voice of the silver-tongued orator swayed 
the multitude to the point of voting 88 
he spoke, but those days are no more, 
and the would-be politician who does not 
keep in touch with the individual voter 
will be left at the post oftener than nine 
times out of ten. 

“IT know a politician—I am not going to 
call any names—whose success is due to 
the fact that he devotes his whole time 
to political life and carries into it rigid 
business methods. For one thing he has 
a gigantic list comprising at least nine- 
tenths of the voters of Georgia, and the 
address and militia district of each of 
them. This he studies carefully and 
keeps it corrected and up to date. He 1s 
able thus to reach by circular or personal 
communication the voters of any section 
desired. In the next place, he keeps a 
far more important book from the poli- 
ticilan’'s standpoint—a list of from ten to 
fifteen of the leading and most influen- 
tial men in each militia district of the 
state. These he has familiarized himself 
with carefully. Those he has met he 
never forgets; to those whose names he 
hears for the first time he can: tell 
their postoffice and militia district and 
call the names of their friends. Judi- 
cious personal letters to these men will 
do more to carry this or that district or 
county than half a dozen stump speeches, 
the effect of which they have the person- 
al influence to destroy, if they so desire. 

“Of couse, the successful politician 
must have some ability, but the business 
methods and the study of the individual 
voter are what count in these days. 
There’s a congressman in south Georgia 
who has long made use of the very meth- 


.ods I have described, and he will be in 


congress as long as he wants to stay 
there. He can go to a country court 
and not only call the name of every 
voter who gathers on such occasions, but 
ask after his children and other members 
of his family by name. It is a natural 
faculty to some extent, but it is a fac- 
ulty that requires cultivation. I am more 
and more convinced that the day of the 
successful stumping campaigner is rap- 
idly passing. It is the best business pol- 
iticlan that wins, and that business fac- 
ulty must take into consideration the in- 
dividual rather than the masses. In other 
words, the day of analytic politics is go- 
ing; it’s the synthetic kind that counts 
nowadays.”’ 


A former member of congress, who is 
full of political reminiscences, told a sto- 
ry at the capitol the other day, which 
illustrates the fact that church members 
do sometimes stand together in politics, 
and that, too, pretty solidly. It was 
during one of the democratic administra- 
tions, and the office of postmaster in the 
county seat of a certain country countv 
was the plum at stake. The congress- 
man’s recommendation would settle the 
appointment. There were ten applicants 
for the position, five of whom stood no 
more show than a sugar rabbit in a 
rain storm. Five of them were backed 
by the five leading politicians of the 
place, and each of the latter stuck out 
for his man. The congressman tried 
in vain to get them to settle on one can- 
didate.

“I replied to that letter,“ he said, 
“that I was a politician and that I might 
be a pretty bad man, but that I had 
never yet and never would prostitute the 
church of Almighty God to any political 
ambition whatsoever that I might have.

| PREPARING FOR VISIT 


OF PRESIDENT TO THEM 


New Orleans, March 31.—(Special.)—All 

the preparations have been made for the 
reception of the president on his visit 
here next month. The president has ac- 
cepted the invitation and approved the 
programme of entertainment prepared for 
him. It will include a banquet, at least 
two receptions, a drive through the city 
and a trip on the river. To prevent any 
clash of colors, a reception will be given 
for the whites at the old Cabuldo, the 
very room in which Louisiana was trans- 
ferred from France to the United States. 
The president will be driven from there to 
Straight university, where he will be wel- 
comed by the colored people, who. will 
then have a ch nee to shake hands with 
him. 
The several colored societies or- 
ganized to check crime among the ne- 
groes have gone to work with a great deal 
of energy and spirit, and have produced 
an excellent impression. They insist that 
the authorities close the negro gambling 
saloons, dance houses and other estab- 
lishments where negro vice flourishes, 
and they have been so persistent on this 
point that these establishments are now 
all shut up. In fact, never before has 
New Orleans been so moral and quiet as 
it is today. The result has been a marked 
decrease in the amount of crime; and the 
public is so well satisfied that it looks 
now as though tue reform was to be per- 
manent. 

Some little excitement was created by 
the discovery a few days ago of the dead 
bodies of John Favolora and his daugh- 
ter in the rear of his grocery on Perdido 
street, both shot through the heart. It 
looked at first as though the crime had 
been committed by burglars, and this 
produced a most uncomfortable feeling 
throughout New Orleans—that burglars 
should be able to enter a house and mur- 
der the inmates. There was some suspi- 
cion as to negroes, as a majority of the 
people living in the neighborhood are 
colored; but the present indications point 
to one of those mysterious Italian crimes, 
once frequent in New Orleans, but for- 
tunately growing less so. Favalora was 
himself a Sicilian, ard reputed to have a 
large amount of money stored in his 
house, and several previous attempts had 
been made to get his money. 

Another police deficiency has been 
caled attenticn to by Father Breslau, 
pastor of the (Jesuits’) Church of the 
Immaculate Conception. During the 
month no less than ten Catholic churches, 
mest of them in the central and well 
populated districts of the city, have been 
broken into and robbed. The missionary 
end poor boxes have teen opened, and 
even the crucifixes, the sacred host and 
other church property stolen. Not an 
arrest has been made nor a clue found 
to the criminals: and Father Brislan is 
very outspoken in his denunciation of the 
rolice, who, he declares, are either inef- 
ficient or in league with the robbers. The 
crimes are certainly mysterious, as bur- 
glaries are very rare now. Why the 
burglars shomd have confined their oper- 
ations to churches, and to Catholic 
churches only, cannot be imagined: and it 
look as though there was some element 
at sacrilege, for the burglars have se- 
cured little booty by their raids save 
e and other similar church prop- 
erty. 

The pilgrimage made by the Catholics 
to the churches of the city appointed by 
the pope was a most imposing sight last 
Sunday. The pilgrimage began at the 
Jesuits’ church, marched thence to St. 
Patrick’s, St. Joseph’s and finally to the 
cathedral. It was led by the Jesuit Ca- 
dets, 300 strong, and numbered many 
thousands, of all classes, rich and poor. 
Hundreds of women prominent in the so- 
cial life of New Orleans could be seen in 
the line with their humbler sisters, telling 
their heads as they marched. The 
churches all proved too small for the large 
number of pilgrims and many were com- 
pelled to stand outside in the streets. 

The boundary commission appointed by 
the governors of Louisiana and Mississip- 
pi to settle the boundary line between the 
two states is now in sessidn here. There 
is every reason to believe that the com- 
mission will reach an agreement without 
hitch of any kind. Its finding will have 
to be submitted to congress or the United 
States courts to secure official approval. 
The question at issue is only the water 
boundary, and the territory in dispute 
consists of a lot of uninhabited mud is- 
lands and reefs. The discovery of oys- 
ters on these reefs has made the property 
valuable—worth millions of dollars. The 
laws of Mississippi and Louisiana on the 
subject of oyster fishing are radically dif- 
ferent, Louisiana protecting the beds, 
while Mississippi allows the oyster men 
carte blanche in the matter of dredging, a 
system which, it is believed, will com- 
pletely exhaust the beds in a few years. 

The Mississippi dredges have descended 
on the Louisiana beds in the last few 
months, claiming that Louisiana cannot 
prove its title to them. The necessity 
for a settlement of the boundary, there- 

fore, becomes imperative. Uniess an 

reement is reached, trouble is inevit- 
able, as the Louisiana dealers resent this 
invasion of these, whom they style oyster 

fates. The problem does not appear to 
— very difficult. The Louisiana e! 
point out that the disputea territory was 
rendered to Louisiana at the transfer of 
the colony from France to the United 
States, and that it has always been con- 
sidered as part of Louisiana. It seems, 
however, that in the act admitting Louis- 
jana to the union it was not deemed 
necessary to mention the water boundary 
of the new state, and the claim of the 
Mississippi oyster men seems to be based 
on this negative evidence. 

When General Brooke visited Forts 
St. Philip and Jackson, the defenses of 
New Orleans, a few days ago, he was 
interviewed as to the condition of these 
f cations. It was noted at the time 
that he was very guarded in his remarks, 
but this was naturally attributed to the 
fact that as the commandi general of

MAY dt knen SESSION 


An Ordinance Providing for a City 
Health Officer Expected To 
Cause Debate—Members 
of Health Board To 


Offer Protest. 


Council this afternoon will have a num- 
ber of important matters up for consider- 
ation, and ft is altogether likely that the 
session will be a lengthy one. 

Chief among the papers to be acted 
upon will be the proposed ordinance of 
Councilman Garrett designed to tax all 
franchises granted to corporations in the 
city. This ordinance was considered by 
the tax committee last Thursgay. It is 
expected that this paper will be rereferred 
to the same committee, the ordinance 
eommittee to act jointly with that body. 

Then will come Councilman Reed's or- 
dinance seeking to make a tax on the 
gross receipts of the street car companies 
effective when the next franchises are 
granted. The ordinance committee con- 
sidered this ordinance for three hours 
last Friday and agreed to recommend that 
it be passed by council. 

Councilman Konts, chairman of that 
committee, is expected to make a minority 
report and will give his reasons for so 
doing. He wished to hold up the Reed 
ordinance until Councilman Garrett’s or- 
dinance had been considered, 

Resolution on Water Bonds. 

Early in the meeting City Clerk Camp- 
bell will report on the result of the re- 
cent water bond election and council will 
adopt a resolution declaring that the 
bonds have passed. The city attorney will 
then prepare another resolution notify- 
ing the solicitor general of the circuit of 
the intention of the city to issue $200,000 
worth of water bonds. 

This will pave the way for the form of 
suit to be instituted in the superior court 
to validate the bonds. 

The joint report of the committee on 
hospital and charities and ordinances re- 
garding the health officer is expected to 
cause an interesting debate. The two 
committees will recommend that the po- 
sition of health officer be established and 
Drs. Jarnagin and Richardson, of the 
board of health, will appear to protest 
against the appointment of such an offi- 
cer. 

At the meeting of the health board a 
resolution was adopted authorizing the 
president of the board to appoint a physi- 
cian from time to time whose duties will 
be those of a health officer. In taking 
such action the board did not intend to 
antagonize council, but took the precau- 
tion to make arrangements so that the 
board might keep in touch with certain 
classes of disease in the city. 

The city attorney has heli that no mem- 
ber of the board of health can receive 
pay from the city for professional ser- 
vices, but the board has authority to se- 
lect some physician not connected with 
the board who can give the necessary 
services and be paid out of the sanitary 
department appropriation. In case coun- 
cil elects a city health officer it will not 
then be necessary for the president of the 
board to appoint such a physician, 

To Let Paving Contract. 

Council will also have up the matter of 
letting the contract for the Capito] ave- 
nue paving. The streets committee will 
recommend that the bid of the Southern 
Paving and Construction Cémpany, of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., be accepted for that 
work. The bid of that company was 
$2.34 per square yard, much of the old 
paving on that street being used as a 
base for the asphalt. 

The mayor will send a communication 
to council this afternoon recommending 
that uniforms be provided for city pris- 
oners who are worked on the streets. 
He will also recommend that eleven acres 
of land near the stockade be sold, the 
money derived from the sale to be used 
in building a hospital at the city prison. 

There will be a number of other mat- 
ters to come up for consideration and 
several new ordinances of an important 
character are expected to be introduced.

Special Order No. 1.—All profanity 
and obscenity in the barracks, either 
by members of the department or 
citizens, must be stopped, and Mtre- 
after the police rules and the city 
ordinances prohibiting the same will 
be most rigidly enforced. 

Any member of the department en- 
gaging in profane or obscene talk at 
the barracks will be suspended and 
charges preferred. Any citizén using 
such language will have a case made 
against him. 

The officers at the barracks are or- 
dered to see that this is strictly car- 
ried out, and any officer who hears 
profanity or obscenity indulged in at 
the .barracks and fails to report the 
same will be subject to suspension. 

JOHN W. BALL, 
Chief of Police.

J wish to get matters at the barracks 
in good shape as quickly as possible.

LEAGUE ORGANIZED — HERE 


Rev. Bdward Thompson, LL. D., the 
Manager of American Sunday 
League, To Present Plan. 
Leagues Organized 
Elsewhere.

The Ministers’ Evangelical Association 
will today take action on a plan for the 
formation of a Sunday league in Atlanta, 
to secure the proper observance of the 
Sunday law. 

The association will meet in regular 
monthly session this morning and the 
plan will be presented to the ministers 
by Rev. Ddward Thompson, LL. D.. 
manager of the American Sunday 
League. A 

Mr. Thompson arrived in the ‘city last 
week, he being on a tour of the south 
in the interest of the enforcement of 
Sunday law. He preacned yesterday 
morning at the Merritts Avenue Metho- 
dist church and last night he occupied 
the pulpit at the First Baptist church. 
Mr. Thompson has a number of lectures 
along the lines of Sabbath observance 
and he delivers these in the cities he 
visits in the interests of the Sunday 
league. 

Mr. Thompson reeently organized such 
a league in Richmond and he hag also 
Organized leagues in Savannah and 
Brunswick. His duties as manager of 
the American Sunday League carry him 
over the entire country. He has instl- 
tuted crusades against Sunday law vio- 
lation in the west, as well as in other 
parts of the country. é 

Mr. Thompson is a former resident of 
Atlanta, he having practiced law here 
two or three years ago. He gave up his 
law practice, however, to engage in his 
present work. 

The ministers appear determined to 
prosecute the fight against the violation 
of the Sunday law and it is probable 
that Mr. Thompson's plan will e ac- 
cepted. If the league is formed its mem- 
bership will be composed not only of 
ministers, but church meinbers and all 
others who may desire to co-operate in 
the movement to have the Sunday law 
enforced. Committees would be appoint- 
ed and the fight would be carried into 
the legislature if necessary to secure the 
passage of another law, as it is stated 
that the present Sunday law is regarded 
as a dead letter.

Profes- 
sor Drummond says two artists were re- 
quested to paint their conception of per- 
fect repose. One painted a beautiful lake 
amid mountains, shut in by great tower- 
ing peaks, its mirrowed sufface was not 
ruffled by the gentlest zephyr’s breath, 
unclouded sunshine silvered ifs bright, 
smiling face, not a sound broke the si- 
lence, the tumult, the strife of the world 
far away. The other painted a little bird 
in its nest on a frail bough suspended 
over a cataract. The mighty winds of a 
rising temptest sway and toss the boughs, 
the torrent roars and seethes below, the 
Spray dashes over the nest, the shadows 
of threatening clouds darken around it, 
and yet the little bird, secure in its nest, 
filled with a sense of repose, sings its 
low, sweet notes, its warble mingles with 
the awful rush of the storm, gladdens the 
war of nature’s elements.

Indeed, 
this is true of all the finest qualities— 
faith, heroism, telf-abnegation and sacri- 
fice. In the brightness of earth’s sun- 
shine, these heavenly traits are often hid- 
den from our view, but in the shadow 
their luminous 
dawns forth and shines as with a divine 
radiance, reflecting the image of God. In 
the dark clouds that sometimes roll over 
the home what hidden jewels are re- 


vealed! Your mother, your wife, your 
sister, your daughter; you did not know 
what they really were until trouble came 


and revealed them in thelr true light. 
You thought they were only ordinary, 
commonplace, perhaps, timorous, clinging, 
dependent creatures; but when the great 
shadow came, when its awful center hung 
right above your fireside, when you gave 
up in utter despair, then what unsuspect- 
ed fortitude and heroism they developed— 
so brave and strong, lifting up trustful 
and radiant faces beyond that black, 
frowning cloud, seeing clearly with the 
eye of faith the smiling, loving face of 
God.

Dr. Bridewell spoke at the morning 
service, taking his text from Luke viii, 
88, 39: Now the man out of whom the 
devils were departed besought Him that 
he might be with Him, but Jesus sent 
him away, saying, ‘Return to thine own 
house, and show how great things: God 
hath done unto thee.“ Dr. Bridewell said 
in part:. 

“You are familiar with this incident, 
one of the most remarkable in the history 
of our Lord’s ministry. After the stormy 
passage on the sea and the miraculous 
stilling of the storm, our Lord with His 
disciples landed in the country of. the 
Galileans. There met Him there a cer- 
tain man out of the city which had devils 
A long time, who wore no clothes, neither 
9 in any house, but in the tombs. 

nclothed and uncared for, the man had 
fallen into the condition of a savage. 
Though often bound with chains, with a 
superhuman power he burst them asun- 
der, or broke them in pieces. He was a 
— to himself and a terror to all the 
neighborhood... Out of this poor demo- 
niac Christ commanded the unclean spir- 
its to come, and he sat clothed and in 
his right mind at the feet of the Saviour. 
We remember the details of the miracle, 
the loss of the herd of swine, the terror 
of the inhabitants, and their beseeching 
the wonder worker to depart out of their 
coasts. When Christ was about to leave 
the restored demoniac came to Him and’ 
asked Him to be permitted to accompany 
Him. The request was a perfectly nat- 
ural one, nor can we see that there is 
anything wrong in it, whatever might 
have been the motive that inspired it, 
whether love or gratitude, or admiration 
or selt-distrust, or fear that his own 
countrymen might wreak their vengeance 
on him whose deliverance was the cause 
of their loss, it was a commendable 
prayer, and we should have thought that 
Christ would grant his request, but He 
sent him away, saying: ‘Go home and 
tell thy friends what great things God 
hath done unto thee.“ We have here a 
lesson concerning God's answering 

rayer. If we had been there and could 

ave looked upon the man and heard his 
prayer we should have said that it was 
eminently right and proper, yet it seem- 
ingly remained unanswered. 

7 saves man not alone that man 
himself shall be happy, but that he may 
become an instrument in His hands in 
making others happy.

tombs, was now clothed and in his 
right mind, a loving, gentle, 
man of God. This testimony of his life 


was more powerful than any testimony | 


of the tongue, even though the tongue 
spake with all the eloquence of an angel.

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Dr. Qullllan preached at the morning 
service from the text Acts I, 1-4: “And 
when the day of pentecost was fully come 
they were all with one accord in one 

lace.“ 

Dr. Quillian said in part: 

“I am persuaded that many of us do not 
accord to the Holy Ghost, the third person 
in the trinity, the prominence that we 
should in the salvation of men. In the 
creation of man the three persons in the 
Godhead were all concerned—the Father, 
the Son and the Holy Ghost. For God 
said: “Let us make man in our image 
and likeness,’’ and in that image was he 
made. When man, by transgression, fell 
and lost his high estate of holinesss and 

urity, these three personalities of one 

odhead were enlisted for his restoration 
and ralvation. 

„Each personalitv had his work to do 
in the process of man’s salvation, in 
which had the pre-eminence, if we 
may speak thus of God, yet the three 
were always present and working together 
in perfect harmony. to accomplish the one 
n salvation. This divides the 
era of time between man’s ruin and his 
restoration to harmony and purity in God 
into three dispensations, in which each 
personality of God's being is supreme in 
the manifestation of His nature, and each 
succeeding manifestation is a fuller and 
richer revelation of the love, mercy and 
goodness of God to men, 

“In the dispensation of God the Father, 
it is His prerogative and work to devise 
some means, to perfect some plan and 
make that plan khown unto men, by 
which God could be just and still be the 
justifier of sinners, thereby revealing the 
wisdom, love and mercy of His fatherly 
nature. This He did in giving His Son to 
die for man, for the Lamb was slain 
from before the foundation of the world“ 
in God’s will and purpose. To make known 
this fact to men and to provers them for 
the coming of Christ, s told them of 
His coming in many promises, gave the 
law which is a schoolmaster to bring 
us to Christ,“ and instituted ceremonial 
rites, types and shadows which prefigured 
and pointed to the coming of Christ, the 
Savior of the world. 

‘In the fulness of time the world was 
prepared and ł he Word was made flesh 
and dwelt among us. The birth of Christ 
was the inauguration of the dispensation 
of God the Son, and it was his preroga- 
tive to execute and fulfill the plan of 
God the Father.

The text ot the sermon was And when 
He is come, He will reprove the world 
of sin, and of a ape spares and of judg- 

„John xvi, 8. 

m5. Byrd prefaced his remarks by say- 
ing that sin,“ “righteousness” and 
„judgment“ were three of the greatest 
terms to be found in the vocabulary of 
men. “It has been said that Jesus rist 
came into the world to convince it of 
sin,“ said he. The world has had much 
experience in sin and yet it has failed 
to conceive of sin as a great evil, Sin 
is a religious term; vice an ethical term 
and evil a philosophical term. 

He then proceeded to discuss briefly 
each term. Regarding judgment he said 
‘that everyione was familiar with the 
judgment of the courts. This, he said, 
was the judgment of men; the judgment 
of God was something higher and nobler. 
The judgment of men, aid Dr. ‘ 
was sometimes exceedingly harsh and 
in this connection he referred to the 
Dreyfus trial and political judgments in 
this country where men were expected to 
measure up to the standard set by those 
who were supposed to lead them. 

He gave a number of apt illustrations 
to more clearly bring out the points of 
the discourse which he wished to stress 
and the sermon was exceedingly inter- 
esting. Dr. Byrd held the undivided at- 
tention of his hearers throughout the 
sermon. . 

Barly in the service he announced that 
beginning this afternoon dt 3:30 o’clock a 
series of otional services would be 
begun at the First Mehodist church.

In fact, I might reverse the statement 
of an old Roman and say, ‘I came, I 
saw and I have been conquered. 

„Like those who are united in the 
bonds of holy matrimony, we have taken 
each other ‘for better or worse,’ though 
it need not necessarily be for life. A 
minister is sometimes unsettled by one 
or two disgruntled persons ‘who make 
trouble for him when the church as a 
whole is pleased and prospering. Some 
one has said that every preacher, where 
the congregational form of government 
exists, should say at the outset to his 
people: ‘If anybody gets dissatisfied and 
wants a change, that person may do the 
moving; I will not—I’ve come to stay.“ 
There may be room for that view of the 
matter, but for my part I do not care to 
make such a speech. I would rather 
leave with every member wanting me to 
stay than to wait till I am forced to go. 

“The early years of my ministry were 
spent in the south. Then I went nort 
for a season and had a most delightful 
work in both my fields, but all the while 
I had a feeling that suggested to me 
that I was playing the Jonah act, be- 
cause I was needed more in the south, 
When your call came it seemed to me 
that God was in it, and I gladly accepted 
it. Now, I am here to render the best 
service within * power. 

My business is not money making. 
nor attending social functions, nor is it 
making formal pastoral calls, but preach- 
ing. “This one thing I do.’ I shall have 
ample time to visit the sick and 
strangers, but little time to make calis 
that are not needed. i want you to keep 
me posted regarding the new comers, 
and also those who are sick. I am -not 
omniscient. If I am needed in your home, 
send me word. When I come, be per- 
fectly free with me. I am not a priest to 
be looked upon with awe, but your friend 
and brother. I hope to be on good terms 
with the children even and to know 
them by name ere long. 

“But what shall I preach? Shall it 
consist of the news of the day? Recent 
literature? Scientific dissertations? 

Paul said: ‘I am ready to preach the 
gospel.’ The gospel was the world’s 
great need then. It is the world’s great 
need now. ‘It is the power of God unto 
salvation.’ We shall never outgrow it. 

“Your retiring pastor, and my friend, 
wrote me one of the sweetest letters 
I ever received, God bless him. The more 
good things you say about him the better 
I will like you. I have not come to take 
his place in your hearts, but to make 
one there for myself. If you love him 
you will love me when I show self 
worthy. In the letter referred fo he 
said among other things: ‘I want yo 
to lead them into the very thickest o 
the fight.’ I am not to do all the work, 
but to be leader. Let us rally all the 
forces for the engagement. We must 
oppose evil in all its forms. I want this 
church to be in line in the temperance 
crusade and every other crusade for 
righteousness. There are discourage- 
ments, of course, but if we do our part 
we may count on victory in the end.“

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“The Means of a Revival of Religſon“ 


| Was the subject of an able sermon preach- 


ed by Dr. William J. Holtzclaw yesterday 
merning at the Jones avenue Baptist 
church. The discourse was preparatory 
to a revival which will begin at the 
church next Sunday, and Dr. Holtzclaw 
pointed out the means by which the 
eeries of meetings can be rendered suc- 
cessful. His text was selected from John 
xv, 5: Without me ye can do nothing.“ 

Dr. Holtzclaw said in part: 

“Revivals are not of recent origin, for 
they began in ancient times. The Jews 
held protracted meetings from the very 
commencement of their polity. It is true 
that a brief period existed when these 
Jewish revival meetirgs were neglected, 
but in the time of Nehemiah they were 
1evived. When the time came for the 
founding of the Christian church the work 
was naturally introduced with a revival 
of religion. 

“The work of John the Baptist was 
one continued protracted meeting for the 
rurpose of preparing a people out of 
which Christ would select the nucleus of 
His church. The work of our Savior and 
His disciples was a revival which not 
only lasted till the time of His ascension, 
but it continued to the close of tite 
apostolic age. Indeed, the only reason 
why the revivt 1 spirit relaxed with the 
opening of the second century is that 
there was too much of the human and 
too little of the divine power in it. 

„We are in danger of doing the same 
thing in this day and time. It is not an 
uncommon thing to hear of much spludge 
and splatter ng connected with what 
pu to be à revival meeting. Muny 
questionable methods are resorted to 
which the Holy Spirit cannot and will not 
henor. Hence, many of the efforts which 
are made result in but little more than a 
mere human affair, which keeps up the 
disastrous work of filling the church with 
unconverted material.

Explains Why He No Longer Fights | 


To Secure the Contract on Capi- 
' tol Avenue—Why He Re- 
quested Chance To 


a Oompete Again. 


(Communicated.) 

At the risk of growing tiresome, even to 
those who pay out their good money to swell 
the coffers of the Octopus, I will endeavor to 
elucidate the issue, in so far as it affects my 
own people. . 

We shall no longer fight to secure the con- 
tract on Capitol avenue, and I write this to 
show the people of Atlanta just why we 
thought we were the lowest bidders, and just 
why we urged the street committee to give us 
another chance under different specifications 
to compete when we would be on an equality 
with others. 

In 1892 the first asphalt pavement was laid 
in Atlanta by the WarrenmScharf Company. 
The writer was one of the bondsmen of this 
company. We severed our connection with 
them after the street was completed. In 1898 
Auburn avenue and part of Washington street 
were paved, contracts being awarded to this 
same company. Two companies in 1898 that 
Iam familiar with had not then joined the trust, 
either as paving companies or as miners of 
asphalt, but who have since joined the trust. 
These were the Alcatraz Company; of Califor- 
nia, and the Columbia Construction Company. 
Through fear of competition from those sources 
the Warren-Scharf Company bid. 81.87 per 
square yard and $2.08, respectively, in Auburn 
avenue and Washington street. In 1900 the 
other part of Washington street was let, as 
well as Whitehall and “Nelson streets. There 
were two bids put in for these streets, The 
lowest of these bids was that of the Southern 
Paving and Construction Company, of West 
Virginia, which had succeeded the Warren- 
Scharf Company in this territory and which, 
together with twelve or thirteen other paving 
companies, was owned, controlled and oper- 
ated by the Asphalt Company of America, or- 
ganized June 28. 1899, under laws of New 
Jersey. The other bids for these streets were 
as follows: On Whitehall street and Nelson 
street, the Warren-Scharf Company, 
through George T. Castle, general 
manager. On Washington street, by 
the Southern Asphalt Paving Company, one of 
the trust’s paving companies operated from 
Baltimore and to use Alcatraz asphalt from 
the mines owned by the trust in California, 
If the Warren-Scharf Company, fearing compe- 
tition in 1898, when the two free companies, 
to-wit: Columbia Paving Company and Al- 
catraz Company, bid 81.87 and $2.08 for 
paving Auburn avenue and Washington street 
at that price and made money, what was the 
cause of incredsing the price, then, two years 
after when the other portion of Washington 
street, under the same specifications, was let, 
at an average increase of price of 86 cents 
per square yard, or the enormous sum of $8,- 
669.66 to the taxpayers and property owners 
over the price paid in 1898? The answer is so 
„plain a fool could read it as he runs.“ The 
Asphalt Company of America had at this time 
yoked to its car of the Juggernaut as # moved 
its ponderous weight along the Columbia and 
Alcatraz companies, thus crushing out and de- 
stroying all competition. Should memory fall 
you, citizens of Washington street, the scars 
in your pockets should quicken it. This As- 
phalt Company of America, conceived by the 
brain of avarice, and dropped from the womb 
of greed, began its career June 26, 1899, in 
New Jersey. The story of its birth and its 
parentage, its accomplishments in the first 
six months of its existence, and its prospects 
for the future, is thus told by its president, 
Mr. Tyler, to its syndicated fathers: 

To the Stockholders—While the company has 
not yet transacted a full year’s business, yet 
the directors have deemed it best to keep the 
account by calendar years, and, therefore, sub- 
mit this first report, being that of the year 
1899. 

Born 28th of June, 1899. Christened by 
the Land Title Trust Company of Philadelphia, 
becoming it8 sponsor in July J65th, This is 
the garment it wore— all the shares of various 
aspLalt supply and paving companies, except 
those necessary for the qualification of the 
directors of these companies, were deposited 
with said trust company. In exchange there- 
for the original owners of the shares received 
collateral gold certificates issued by the trust 
company, bearing a fixed income equal to 8 
per cent per annum, payable semi-annually Ist 
of April and October each year. The treas- 
urer’s report shows that the dividends recetved 
by your company on these shares, out of the 
earnings for a period of the year 1899, were 
sufficient not only to meet the full six months’ 
payment of the collateral gold certificates, but 
also to provide for expense of organization and 
management of the company and have a sur- 
plus of $30,000. 

Its capital stock is $30,000,000 at par value 
of $50, of which $5 per share is paid in, or 
$3,000,000. The Asphalt Company of Amer- 
ica absorbed the following: 

The United Asphalt Company, of New Jer- 
sey; Barber Asphalt Paving Company, of West 
Virginia; New Trinidad Lake Asphalt Com- 
pany, the Alcatraz Company, of West Virginia; 
New York Mastic Works, Gilsonite Asphalt 
Company, of Indian Territory, which compa- 
nies are producers of raw asphaltum. The 
company controls 95 per cent of the supply 
companies which handle the output of the raw 
asphaltum and twelve or fourteen paving com- 
panies, such as Barber Company, Alcatraz 
Company, Warren-Scharf Company, Vulcanite 
Paving Company, Southern Paving and Con- 
struction Company, of West Virginia, which is 
awarded the contract for paving Capitol ave- 
nue, It is estimated and stated as a fact that 
the construction and consumption of asphaltum 
controlled by this trust will amount to 100,000 
tons this year. at the prevailing value of 
profit in raw material, $15 per ton, will be 
sufficient ty pay the interest on the trust cer- 
tificates of 5 per cent, and that the twelve 
or fourtéen paving companies controlled by the 
trust will get three million of the four million 
square yards of paving which is estimated 
will be the annual amount of work done in 
this country. The profit in round figures at 
$i per square yard will equal 10 per cent on 
$30,000,000. One hundred per cent per annum 
on three millions of cash actually paid in. In 
the foregoing I have shown what companies

composed the trust in 1900. This year it has 
been again reorganized by taking in all the 
above and other paving and construction com- 
panies under the name of the National Asphalt 
Company of America. While this tree of evil 
bears many variegated flowers and springs up 
locally in every prominent city in the union, 
ff you approach it the odor of the deadly Upas 
of trust and monopoly will stagger your prog- 
ress and sicken your purse. 

The trust thus formed put in two bids for 
work on Capitol avenue, one for use of Al- 
catras asphalt from California and the other 
from Trinidad pitch lake. 


- We do not intend to further press our claims 


as the lowest bidders before council, because 


the city engineer and commissioner of public 


works decided against us, but as there seems 
to be a desire to have the public to under- 
stand both sides, I write our side, giving the 
reasons why we were at a disadvantage and 
why, nevertheless, we still think we are the 
lowest bidders on Capitol avenue, and why we 
thought we had the right to criticize the word- 
ing and show the difference between all the 
other specifications heretofore written by Mr. 
Clayton, when there was absolutely no com- 
petition, and the one time when he knew that 
there was to be competition, 

‘Before specifications were furnished or writ- 
ten I calléd on Mr. Clayton and told him that 
we had made a contract with Warner-Quinlan 
Company, of Syracuse, N. Y., to get asphalt 
the same as that called pitch lake asphalt, 
and that we intended to compete. The speci- 
fications were drawn to receive two proposi- 
tions. First, to use old stone macadam for 
concrete work on Capitol avenue, and, sec- 
ond, to use new stone for concreting the city, 
taking the old stone and using it, as she has 
done heretofore. After I received the specifi- 
cations, I found that for the FIRST TIME IN 
ALL THE GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS OF 
THE SIX OR EIGHT STREETS LET IN AT- 
LANTA this clause appeared: 

“Section 24. Bidders must present satisfac- 
tory evidence to the street committee that they 
are fully prepared with the necessary capital, 
material and machinery to conduct the work to 
be contracted for, and that they will provide 
the necessary plant and be ready to operate 
and lay the pavement within thirty days after 
the letting of the contract; and they shall em- 
ploy skilled and experienced workmen who have 
been engaged in laying asphalt pavement; that 
an asphalt pavement with the kind of asphalt 
Stated in the bid according to the form to be 
given has been constructed, which after hav- 
ing been subjected to heavy traffic and to va- 
riations of temperature from 10 degrees be- 
low zero to 110 degrees Fahrenheit is equal 
to the best asphalt pavement.’’ 

I have seen the same section in every speci- 
fication, in every city where the trust was 
wont to have full sway, I knew it instantly. 
There was no remedy for it; to insfst on the 
engineer eliminating it and to give my reasons 
would antagonize him, If you read it you will 
find this: That they are fully prepared with 
machinery to conduct the work to be contracted 
for, AND THAT THEY WILL PROVIDE 
THE NECESSARY PLANT AND BE READY 
TO OPERATE AND LAY THE PAVEMENT 
WITHIN THIRTY DAYS AFTER THE 
LETTING OF THE CONTRACT.” To equip 
such a plant as would be required within 
thirty days, except at an enormous addi- 
tional expense, would be an impossibility. The 
trust company, which was our competitor, 
had a plant already equipped and in working 
order on the ground. The Warren-Scharf Com- 
pany had brought it here, When their bitter 
competitor and rival, the Southern Paving and 
Construction Company, underbid them on 
Whitehd!i? and Nelson streets, they forthwith 
took to their heels in flight from Atlanta and 
FOR NATURAL LOVE AND AFFECTION 
turned over next day THIS MAGNIFICENT 
PLANT TO THE AFORESAID RIVAL. God 
save the mark! Thus summarily acquired, as 
“treasure trove’’ or trophy of successful bat- 
tle, the Southern Paving and Construction 
Company of West Virginia had already her 
guns placed and sinews of war ready for ac- 
tion. We did not anticipate that we could 
achieve such a victory as they did when they 
knocked out the Warren-Scharf Company and 
appropriated their ordinance and artillery, or 
that they would surrender unconditionally, 20 
we planned at much larger expense a new and 
modern outfit at larger cost on account of the 
brief period of time allowed by the specifica- 
tions, and we fought at this disadvantage. An 
old negro who has spent his days in the fields 
of corn and cotton came across the river to 
the adjacent plantation and said to the owner: 

Mr. Hall, I wants to make rangements wid 
you nex’ year, for I sho’ ts gwine to quit de 
place I's now at.“ Why, Adam, do you want 
a change? Well, voss, I tell you, you see 
Mr. Jones he says to me, says he: ‘Adam, I 
will give you half of the cotton and one-third 
of the corn if you will work for me.“ In the 
fall I picked the cotton and pulled de corn 
and piled it along de corn row in three great 
big piles. De man he come dar wid a great 
big four-horse wagin and he haul de corn off 
in two loads, and there want no third. Now, 
I dont say de man dene me wrong, mind 
you, but I dess don’t understand it, and I 
wants to ‘quire about new place.“ I stand 
this way about Clayton. I don’t say he did 
us wrong, but I just don’t understand it. This 
is the simple truth. 

I thought that if a re-advertisement was 
had and a fair and equal showing about the 
time to equip the plant was made, that the 
delay would be little and the saving much. 
I think so still, Again: The difference in our 
bid for NEW stone and the SOUTHERN 
PAVING AND CONSTRUCTION CVUMPANY’S 
BID FOR USING OLD STONE WAS $3,- 
543.75. Mr. Clayton's estimate was that the 
contractor would use 3, 125 cubic yards of the 
old stone in doing the concrete work, and that 
there was 1,560 cubic yards of rubble and the 
balance, to-wit: 1,565 cubic yards of macadam, 
making the total amount required of old stone 
under the bid of the Southern Paving and Con- 
struction Company. The city is using daily the 
stone like thia, which we have a contract to 
furnish the present year, which contract was 
awarded us at a public letting. The price of 
rubble, as estimated by Mr, Collier and by 
ourselves, is 81 per cubic yard on cars, 80 
1,560 at 81 equals $1,560, and, inasmuch as 
the balance of the stone on the street was 
macadam, and most of it or part of it at least 
should be estimated as macadam, and that the 
contract price of macadam on the cars was 
$1.50 per cubic yard, so that 1,565 at $1.50 
equals $2,347.50, and these two added together 
equaled $3,907.50, which made a difference 
in our favor of $353.75, after paying to prop- 
erty owners back in full as a rebate the dif- 
ference in our two bids. For we would not 
have accepted the contract on any other con- 
dition than that they should be thus rebated. 

Again, we thought that in making these es- 
timates they should consider the haul as be- 
ing a part, for inasmuch as they were buying 
stone daily and paying out 35 to 40 cents a cu- 
bic yard for haul, and that if they hauled the 
stone anywhere else it would cost that much, 
thus making the price more by this sum. In 
this view the commissioner and engineer did 
not agree, for they made a literal interpreta- 
tion of the specifications, which says that the 
contractor was required to dump the stone 
on “ADJACENT STREETS,’’ and another 
clause in the specifications said ‘‘that in case 
of dispute as to the meaning of these specifica- 
tions, the decision of the engineer given in 
writing would be conclusive.’’ This being in 
all the old specifications, there was no dis- 
pute, but we contended, an@ now contend, that 
in similar work with the same wording, in 
many other contracts we have been compelled 
to haul the stone and deposit it on other 
streets. In some instances the city furnished 
additional teams, but in no instances in our 
recollection had he literally interpreted’ ad- 
jacent' to mean what he said it meant in this 
contract, to-wit: ‘“‘side street next to street 
on which stone was excavated.’’ Thus the 
matter stands. Again: There was a BONA 
FIDE bid presented to the city, saying that 
the old stone would be taken at a value of 
$4,250, which sum would be paid to the city 
in cash as the stone was excavated, and as 
in net cash 
in the treasury of the city, after the difference 
in the two bids of $3,543.75 was returned to 
the property owners and street railroad com- 
pany that our bid was just this sum lower 
than the other bid. This bid for old stone in 
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rendered some months ago against the city of 
Macon by an abutting land owner. 

In 1900 all competition that we could find 
had disappeared. The Warren-Scharf of At- 
lantian territory had been called to its fathers 
m New York, and instead the Asphalt Com- 
pany of America had planted a new bud, which 
blossomed under the West Virginia laws and 
assumed the name in Atlanta of the Paving 
and Construction Company of West Virginia. 
To keep good faith and revent the neighbors 
saying things evil for “Want of attention and 
to allay suspicion at its funeral the foster 
brother of the late deceased Warren-Scharf, 
who. bore its name and who operated exten- 
sively in Cincinnati, came down and in the 
name of the aforesaid relative, put in a bid 
much bigger than this vigorous young bud 
from West Virginia, kissed the friends of its 
deceased relatives, turned over all the old 
clothes it possessed, including the household 
goods necessary to begin keeping house IN 
THIRTY DAYS, and departed and came not 
again until this present writing. The people 
of Washington street are wondering today why 
it is that they should pay to this young bud 
86 cents difference in price from what they 
paid the oid man, Warren-Scharf, and mak- 
ing the calculation find it to be $8,669.66 in 
money. Will they content themselves in the 
belief that it is all in the family and that 
it takes more to keep up a new company 
than it does an old company? Again, we 
thought that inasmuch as we had been the 
means of saving the citizens and street rail- 
road company and city $9,187.50 on Capitol 
avenue, being 49 cents quare yard BELOW 
THE PRICE OF 1900 by entering the FIELD 
OF COMPETITION, that this might commend 
itself to the council. Again, have I establish- 
ed in this card a prima FACIE CASE of the 
existence of a trust in the year 1900 in Atlanta? 
If not, I have such evidence uncontrovertible 
in my keeping, If so, I have discovered a 
queer statute which must have been overlooked 
by the Argus-eyed Gila monster with the Upas 
tree odor on his breath when he came to At- 
lanta, The state abhors a trust—just as na- 
ture abhors a vacuum, If the state thus puts 
the seal of condemnation on all such, should 
Atlanta mate with one? This is the statute: 

“Section I. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, that from and 
after the passage of this act, all arrangements, 
contracts, agreements, trusts or corporations 
between persons or corporations made with a 
view to lessen or which tend to lessen full 
and free competition in the importation or 
sale of articles imported into this state, or in 
the manufacture or sale of articles of domes- 
tic growth, or domestic raw materials, and all 
arrangements, agreements, trusts, or combina- 
tions between persons or corporations designed, 
or which tend to advance, reduce or control 
the price of the cost to the producer or to 
the consumer of any such product or article, 
are hereby declared to be against public policy, 
unlawful and void. 

Sec. 2. Every foreign corporation which 
shall violate ahy of the provisions of this act 
is hereby denied the right to do, and is pro- 
hibited from dotng, business in this state, It 
is hereby made the duty of the attorney gen- 
eral of this state to enforce this provision by 
due process of law. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that any violation of the pro- 
visions of this act shail be deemed, and is 
hereby declared, to be destructive of full and 
free competition, and a conspiracy against 
trade, and any person or persons who may en- 
gage in such conspiraey or who shall, as 
principal manager, director or agent, or in any 
other capacity, knowingly carry out any of 
the stipulations, purposes, prices, rates or cr- 
ders made in furtherance of such conspiracy 
shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine 
of not less than 8100 or more than $5,000 
and by imprisonment tn the penitentiary not 
less than one year or not more than ten years, 
in the judgment of the court, by either such 
fine or such imprisonment. 

„Sec. 5. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that any person or persons or 
corporations that may be injured or damaged 
by any such arrangement, contract, agreement, 
trust or combination deseribed in section | of 
this act, may sue for and recover in any 
court of competent jurisdiction in this state, 
of any person, persons or corporations operat- 
ing under such trust or combination, the full 
consideration or sum paid by him or them for 
any goods, wares, merchandise or articles the 
sale of which is controlled by such combina- 
tion or trust.“ 

Does it occur to you that the Southern Paving 
and Construction Company was in combina- 
tion with the Warren-Scharf Company in 1900, 
and did this combination tend to advance the 
price of asphalt paving to the citizens of 
Whitehall and Washington streets? Can the 
city of Atlanta GUARANTEE that the BILLS 
RENDERED FOR SUCH PAVING IS A 
LIEN on the abutting property under a con- 
tract thus secured? If not, would the city be 
liable for the whole assessment? Can a legal 
contract be made with a trust? Would proper- 
ty owners wish to pay this $8,669.66 on Wash- 
ington street? 

In conclusion, I say adios! in Spanish to 
the trust, for those who control it are familiar 
with every tongue from that of Ananias in 
the temple to Indianapolis Backus, who rep- 
resented it before the street committee by pro- 
ducing photos, exhibiting PITCH lake with a 
negro, a cart, shovel and pick, and an ass 
walking on its tempestuous waves of roots and 
trees! ! Rest well, remembering William Cul- 
len Bryant says— 

“Sustained and soothed by an unfaltering 
trust (‘unfaltering’ is good), approach thy 
grave like one who wraps the drapery of his 
couch about him and lies down to pleasant 
dreams.“
